Having o btained her freedo m, Mrs. 
Jenks was immediately married to 
“Bo t” Pulfo rd, as he was then kno wn 
and has been called ever since. 
Whether their married life was hap­ 
py o r no t do es no t co ncern this sto ry . 
They had two children, o ne o f who m 
elo ped while in her teens and became 
the wife o f a y o ung man in the to wn, 
Dr. E. W. Gillette.
